AGREEMENT ON ARMY BILL 


Army Draft Measure Will Bo Taken 


up by Conferees Today. 


Washington, D. C., May 3. — Senate

ment authorizing an increase In the 
army general staff from 50 to 91 and 
permitted all members to be assigned 
to duty in Washington.

WIDESPREAD PLOTS TO 


CRIPPLE SHIPMENTS 


GOMPERS SAID HE URGED BU- 
CHANAN TO KEEP OUT OF PLOT 


New York, May 3. — Widespread 


ramifications of the German plot to 
cripple shipments of munitions from 
this country to the entente allies by fo- 
menting strikes were disclosed late to- 
day at the trial here of Captain Franz 
Rinteleii of the German ravy and seven 
others charged with conspiracy. Reg- 
isters and ledgers from hotels in the 
city, Washington, Chicago, Indianapo- 
lis and Atlantic City containing signa- 
tures and accounts of the alleged plot- 
ters, were introduced in evidence to 
show the extent of tho propaganda. 


T. B. Homer of Hotel Sherman, Chi- 


cago, testified that on July 21, 1915, 
David Lamar, one of the defendants, 
registered there, signing the name "E. 
Rusky." 
, 


Government counsel called I* C. 


Horton, a handwrit.ng expert to iden- 
tify the writing of the "E. Rusky" sig- 
nature. He said it was the same as 
that in several leters put In evidence 
written by Lamar. 
Other signatures 


in the hotel book were acknowledged 
as genuine by the writers without con- 
test. 


Preceding this testimony the cross 


examination was completed of Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American

To levy such importation duties as 


he finds necessary to prevent excessive

To impose limitations or prohibitions 


upon the use of grain in the manufac- 
ture of liquor. 


In addition the secretary of agri- 


culture would be empowered to estab- 
lish food grades, to license and con- 
trol the storage and distribution of 
foods, to prescribe the percentage of 
flour to be milled from wheat; and 
to regulate the mixing of wheat flour 
with other flour in the making or 
bread and other food.

tbe goddess of wealth, is supposed to 
zander abroad and enter wherever 
there aio sufficient lights to catch ber 
fancy.

There were men enough, but 
either because tne weather wae too 
cold, or because on general principles 
they preferred Idleness for nothing to 
work at livingr wages, It was a. long 
time, and In fact alter he had given 
up the search, that he found anyone 
at all to help him out. 


That this is an every-day occur- 


rence can be vouched for by many 
men who are looking for help In city 
or- country. 
A great many men are 


called, but far too few choose to ac- 
cept the calling. , There are excuses 
innumerable which can be made, and 
ore: and in the end the would-be em- 
ployer Is likely to go away disgusted 
•n-lth the situation. In fact there is no 
question that the real trouble this year 
or any other with the labor situation 
I* Bf»t that there are not men enough, 
but that there are not enough men 
who are willing to work. 


All which suggests that there are 


sundry sorts of slackers. 
Of course 


the one« first held up to public repro- 
bation in England were those who 
hhould have been on the battle front, 
fighting for their country, but who, for 
one reason or another—usually diag- 
nosed by the patient himself as a con- 
scientious scruple, but which in fact 
Is mostly pure funk—have kept their 
skins whole at home. The same sort 
will doubtless develop to some extent 
here, but there are other sorts. Not 
•very man can fight, but there Is 
practically not a male or female per- 
son In the country who has not a duty 
to perform. If men, there is the soil 
to till, and to sco that every Inch of It 
In made to yield ita full Increase. There 
are mills and factories 
to 


mine* to work in, railways 


operate, 
and all 


forms of public utility to be kept go- 
ing, trees to fell, ships to build, tho 
fisheries and commerce to be carried 
on. In every Indicated line and many 
others there Is a shortage of labor, 
and any man who does not do all that 
hB can In some line, if not in tho line

extent a slacker.

To Tax Transient Merchants. 


For years nearly every small city up 


state has been invaded at times by 
transient merchants who hu.ve secured 
a vacant store or rooms In a hotel and 
disposed of their goods without paying 
the expenses that the local merchants 
have or contributing in any manner to 
the cost of maintaining the city and 
the lights by which people could see 
their way to inspect the goods of- 
fered. 
Oneonta has been visited on 


frequent occasions by these merchants 
and they have done no good and posi- 
tive harm to the local merchants. 


The state legislature, has recently 


enacted an amendment to the general 
municipal law permitting the com- 
mon council or other legislative body 
of a city to tax transient merchants 
selling goods at retail in a store, hotel, 
hou.=9 or other structure. The tax is 
to be based on the gro^s sales. Col- 
lection of the tax may be enforced ac- 
cording to the law by means of acquir- 
ing a permit and security. 


Early action in the matter should be 


taken and the drafting: of the ordi- 
nance will no doubt 
be done soon. 


Heretofore it has been almost an im- 
possibly to stop this sort of thins 
but the new law would seem to afford 
relief.

on Bo«rd Merchnntman 
Mongolia, 


Which Not Only E«c»ped Torpedo, 
but Sent • M«s«ag» of Death to U 
Boat Craw. 


The shot from "Teddy Roosevelt," 


us the sailors on board the American 
merchantman Mongolia christened the 
fill Inch gun on tho bow, brought more 
joy to the hearts of Americans than 
anything ol«e .since tho entrance of thl* 
country into tho war with Germany. 
The nation is proud of*lhe naval gun- 
ners who manned this gun on the mer- 
chantman. 
Their aim was perfect. 


The U boat was maneuvering to get 
Into a position to let go a torpedo. 
Having submerged, the enemy was 
hidden from view for a moment (or 
two, but the moment she came to the 
surface the command "Fire!" was giv- 
en, nnd the first .shot, found iti mark, 
maUijig a perfect hit at a rang"; of 
1,000 jards. 


\Vhcn Colonel Roosevelt was told It 


was a gun the bluejackets hud dubbed 
'•Teddy Itoosevelt" that sank a Ger- 
man submarine he chuckled. 


"Is that so? By Godfrey, that's 


fine:" exclaimed the colonel. 
"Bully 


for them! How did they do It? Tell 
rue nil about It. 
By George, that's 


great:" 


Later, when hn had had time to think: 


it over, the colonel was even more en- 
thusiastic' and chuckled out another 
velly of "Bulljv," "By gollys" and 
"That's great." 


"I ntn greatly rejoiced, nnd t con- 


gratulate the captain, the gunners and 
all the crew of the Mongolia," he said. 
"Thank heaven, some Americana have 
at lust begun to hit. We havo been al- 
together too long purely at the receiv- 
ing end of this war that Germany has 
waged on us-" 


He was all smiles over the name of 


that gun and clinched his fists and 
gave every Indication of. regretting 
that he hadn't been nt tho breech, of 
It himself. 
Captain Rice was desig- 


nated "n splendid type" of the men 
who will man tho ships of America. 


Accounts Fulfill All Testa. 


Tho account of tho skipper and the 


gun crew fulfills every British test, 
the experts say. The submarine was 
only 1,000 yards away: her periscope 
was seen to be shattered: the nix inch 
shell, Instead of skipping along the 
surface of tfce Kca, as It would have 
done had It missed, disappeared In- 
stantlj*: u geyser thot up, and the foam 
and spray did not settle for some time. 
Later ull signs of tho U boat had dis- 
appeared except n film of oil on the 
water where. It had been when hit. 
Tho British way there Is uo doubt the; 
Mongolia did sink the submarine. 


In drawing first blood In the war 


with Germany the American iimal offi- 
cer and crew on the Mongolia worked 
wllh perfect coolness anil precision. 
Captain Rice co-operated splendidly 
by maneuvering his .ship so as to gl\e 
UiBtn n good shot. Tlie shell caught 
the submarine as It was about to risn- 
and dropped squarely on her before 
the German bad had a chance to 
launch a torpedo. 
An upliciiMil of

lowed n spurt of water ml\cd with 
fragments of the periscope.

Mental Nature of Kxi&tence. 


This, then, brings us to the view- 


point of materialistic philosophy and 
psychology, from which it further ap- 
pears that the mental faculties which 


we call sight, hearing, and tho rest are 
«jso but different forms of vibration; 
consequently, so-called material sight, 
hearing, touch, taste, smell are them- 
jelves menial impressions 
superin- 


juced by toEC8 or energy in some 
form. In every case it is not matter 
or a« object w hich cognizes or Is cog- 
nized, but a mental phenomeon exper- 
ienced in conscious-ness. We are con- 
Kious of existence mentally and the 
things we are conscious of are mental 
repressions objectified—-sen e phenom- 
ena. Thus existence, together with all 
hs activities, appearances and phe- 
nomena, is in fact wholly mental. 
Christ Jesus assuiedly proved the men- 
tal nature cf matter and existence 
when he walked on the water, stilled 
the tempest, multilied the loaves and 
fisites, healed ths sick, raised the dead 
md overcame other material condi- 
tions. 


When we concede the mental na- 


ture of existence, we take one of the 
first steps in tho understanding and 
practice of Christian healing, for we 
have overcome one of the greatest 
•tumbling blocks. 
We can see that 


whatever enters our existence, enters 
It mentally, as a state of consciousness, 
tnd consequently disease, disaster and 
death are but experiences in conscious- 
ness. What else can they be? 
Where 


ties can they be? 
The consciousness 


which has a finite dimensional con- 
cept of existence, which cognizes ma- 
terially, evil and discord, St. Paul 
eaUsd ths "carnal mind," which he 
•id "Is enmity against God," In other 
words is God's opposite. Sinoe sin, dis- 
Sise and death are its inevitable pro- 
iucts, Mrs. Eddy further defines It as 
"mortal mind," thus distinguishing It 
from the Immortal divine Mind. She 
Jlso says, "Physical force and mortal 
Bind are one." 
(Science and Health, 


». 484). 


We thus see that all discordant con- 


titions of whatever name and nature 
«iist solely as phenomena and experi- 
ences of the carnal, mortal mind, as 
uttea of mortal consciousness. There- 
fore they are wholly mental, and not 
only can, but should, be dealt with 
mentally. Hence, in order that they 
may be healed, It Is very evident that 
I. change must be brought about in the 
human consciousness, a transformation 
by the renewing of the mind, as St. 
Paul puts It. How can this be done? 


Transformed by Truth. 


This human mind Is that quality of 


lonsciousness which embraces error 
uid yet which can begin to know di- 
vine Truth. It is the plane on which 
the real can reach the unreal. It is a 
Kind o£ cle.nlng house where Truth 
can be known, where error can be cor- 
rected and where harmony can be 
*stab!lshed. It is a transitional stage 
of experience in which transformation 
takes place, through the ren \v-al of the 
wind. It is an Imperfect conscious- 
ness, still influenced by error, but one 
to which the saving Christ can come, 
healing It of its erroneous beliefs and 
renewing it with the mind of Christ. 
Mortal mind cr the carnal mind is 
•wholly evil and erroneous, but the hu- 
man mind, although containing much 
error, possesses also some good. It is 
this element of good which is quick- 
ened and enlarged through the appear- 
ance of the Christ in consciousness, 
»nd which will eventually be so trans- 
formed that .ill eiror mil be destroyed 
and the perfect, spiritual, harmonious 
'onscioiifness of the real man be estab- 
lished. It thus becomes necessary to 
consider the nature of absolute Truth 
»nd to distinguish between what is real 
••nd what is unreal. 


Truth is defined as actuality, that 


which is. that which constitutes real,

being. Therefore, by its very nature 
Truth Is infinite, without dimensions

This 
Infinite Truth is absolute, fundament-

we are in a position to Kiasp the fact 
that all discord, disease, disaster and 
death are the products of false sense, 
and that they are to be healed, as Je- 
sus said, by knowing the truth. They 


Thus a change of consciousness takes 
place and he-alicg results. As physical 
darkness disappear* when light is 
brought 'o bear upon it, BO the mental 
darkness of despair, disease and death 
disappears when the light of the 
Chiist, Truth, the light that lighteth 
the world, is brought to bear upon it 
by being reflected In consciousness 
through right, spiritual knowing. 


This knowing of Truth Is real con- 


sciousness, the consciousness of the 
real man, God's man. It Is commu- 
nion with our heavenly Father-Mother 
God, 
infinite Love. It is true Christian

This scientific Christian healing is

fore this healing Is not hypnotism, not 
mental suggestion, not ths mere Influ- 
ence of one human mind over another, 
not mental domination, or the exer- 
cise of the human will, commonly 
called willpower; and for a right ap- 
prehension of Christian Science heal- 
ing this fact must be clearly seen. I

cal sense. To Illustrate: 
We do not 


see the truth of a mathematical prob- 
lem through the sense of sight, or by 
merely looking at the figures used. 
The truth lies back of the figures and 
is discernible only through mathemati- 
cal understanding. 
So too, the real 


God, the real man, the real universe 
are perceived only through spiritual 
understanding. 
This understanding, 


the perception and apprehension of di- 
vine Truth, Christian 3cience now 
makes possible to all. 


Healing by Ttight Mental Action. 
Since Christian healing is accom- 


plished through a, transformation or 
change of consciousness, it must be 


itself, not in the will of the Christian 
Scientist. 
Will-power has nothing to 


do with the healing; it would stand in 
the way if it were used. 


Jesus said: "Ye shall know the 


truth shall make you free"; for by 
knowing the truth we reflect Truth 
and bring it into action in thought. 
This definitely distinguishes Christian 
Science healing from hynotism, mag- 
netism, occultism, or mental suggestion 
in any form. The mental manipulator 
endeavors to secure control of the pa- 
tient's mentality, to dominate It and 
superimpose upon it or inject into it 
his own thought, will, purpose or de- 
sire; be it good or evil, right or wrong. 
This shows the great danger of that 
method. Whereas the Christian Scient- 
tist, knowing the nature of God and 
the real man to be spiritual and per- 
fect, recognizes the diseased and sinful 
conditions as false, mesmeric states of 
consciousness; and he applies his un- 
derstanding of divine Truth and Love 
?s the healing remedy; which is al- 
wavs safe and can never injure, for 
divine Truth and Love can only bless. 
Surely this infinite Love is adequate, is 
intelligent enough, loving enough and 
powerful enough to supply all our 
done mentally and must require, some i

Three Modes of Healing. 


Christian Science healing reaches the 


individual in three fundamental ways.
